THE CAUCUS. 
SEFLBY u. CULLOM NOMINATED. 
Gpectal Dispatch to The Ata Tribune. 

Sprinerie.y, III., Jan. 1.—The Repub- 
licatis ‘went into jofnt caucus in the art-gal- 
lery iminediately after the adjouniment of 
the House, and immediately came out again. 
The hour was late, the members were hun- 
gry, and the memories of the battle from 
which they had just emerged were too recent 
and too fresh to promise anything like a har- 
monious sitting. The caucus thereupon ad- 
journed until 7:30 in the evering. The in- 
terim was chiefly interesting for thé multi- 
tude and variety of rumors put in circula- 
tion, only to be disproved and succeeded now 
and then by a fresh crop. 

When the caucus reassembled the oppos- 
ing forces were apparently firmer and stiffer 
than ever. Senator Fifer, Chairman of the 
Caucus Committeee, called the caucus to or- 
der, and Senator Needles and Representative 
Mitchell calted the rolls of their respective 


7 Houses. Everybody was on deck except 


Representative Rankin, of Henderson, who 
was reported as absent from the city. 
ORGANIZATION. 

Senator Fifer presented a written agree- 
ment trom Cullom. Raum, Oglesby, and Hen- 
derson, recommending the selection of Speak- 
er Collins as permanent Chairman of the 
caueus. Mr. Honey made the formal 
nomination, and on motion of Mr. 
McFie, the Speaker of the 
House received the somewhat unusual com- 
pliment of a nomination by acclamation. In 
returning his thanks forthe honor, Mr. Col- 
lins counseled harmony, and expressed the 
hope no Republican would allow his 
zeal for ividual to get the better of 
his zeal tor Republican party. The ex- 
pression of this. patriotic wish was received 
with applause. Senator Ray and Representa- 
tive Collier were elected Secretaries. 

Senator Needles aitempted to adjourn the 
caucus to the House, where, accommoda- 
tions were much better, but the motion was 
lost, Senator Torrence: made a move 
for the Senate Chamber, and 
more successful. The caucts thereupon 
moved itself bodily into lighter and in every 
way better quarters, where the members 
were not in constant danger of alternately 
suffocating or freezing to death. The news- 
paper men were graciously allowed to ar- 
company them. Otherwise the attendance 
was restricted to. actual members. After 
again coming to order, it was decided to pro- 
ceed with the nomination for a candidate for 
United States Senator, and to limit speeches 
to five minutes. 

NOMINATIONS. 

Senator Hunt, of Edgar, led off by nomi- 
nating ex-iov. Oglesby, eloquently re- 
hearsed his splendid military, civil, 
and political record, and declared that 
while his nume was not backed by the recip- 
leuts of political patronage, it was indorsed 
by the 8 of the State generally. To 
nominate him was to 6 assurance that

The nomination was warmly seconded by 
Charley Fuller, who reminded the caucus 
that the world was “looking at em,“ and 
claimed that Old Dick,” if his name were 
submitted to the »ple, would receive a 
large ‘popular ma wth To nominate him 
was to unite the Republican party, and with 
Logan and Ogiesby in the Senate the people 
of Iilinois would be fortunate indeed. 

CULLOM. 

Senator Clark, of Coles, said he desired to 
nominate a gentleman whose integrity had 
never been questioned, who had been a Ke- 
publican since the organization of the party, 
who had been a laboring man, who secured 
an education through his own efforts, who 

ssessed all the qualifications to be desired 

n a Senator, and who had filled with credit 
the positions of member of the Legislature, 
Speaker of the House, meniber of Congress, 
and Governor, having been honored by the 
people of this State as few men had been hon- 
ored before. While his candidate had not 
been a soldier, he was one of those patriotic 
citizens whose services had been equally 
valuably to his country, and his elevatiun to 
the Senate would promere to the Guberna- 
torial chair one whom they all honored, one 
who was wounded in battle as a private u- 
dier.

MADE UNANIMOUS, 


The announcement. was received with 
hearty applause. On motion of Senator Mor- 
ris, the nomination was made unanimous, 
although Charley Fuller and one or two 
others shouted a discordant no. 

It was then decided to submit the defeated 
candidates to the refined eruelty of appear- 
ing in conjunction with the victor before 
the caucus and congratiating the man who 
hed won. Senators Hunt and Ains- 
worth and Ike Morrison were appointed 
a committee to inflict the torture. Then it 
was discovered that Ike Morrison had sad- 
denly gone home, and Senator Morris was 
substituted in his place. The eandidates 
were duly brought in 2 applause, 
taken to the front. The ars stood in poor 
“Old Dick’s” eyes, bat he manned himself, 
and, in marked contrast with four years ago, 
prepared himself for the ordeal. 

SPEECH OF THE ACCEPTED CANDIDATE. 

Gov. Cullom, on being presented by the 
Chairman, was received with weicomlinug 
plaudits, and briefly returned his thanks for 
the nomination. He referred to the late 
contest as having been conducted honora- 
bly and in a spirit of mutual frien hness, 
and for his late competitors he had nething 
but the warmest words of praise. For the 
honor received he could not adequately 
express his thanks. He then believed he 
was well cnough known in IIlinois to be 
classed as a persistent, working * 
and if elected to the Senate he should be 
true in the fullest sense to Kepublican prin- 
ciples. It would be his aim not only to rep- 
resent the varied interests of the State, but 
the whole Republican party and not any 
faction of it. [Greatapplause.| - 

Gov. Oglesby received a genuine ovation 
as he moun the plattform aud started in to 
address the caucus After modestly re- 
ferring tohis partin the late contest, and 
speaking’ With nothing but kindness of his 
coni petitors, he went on to make one of the 
wettiest and most touching W of his 
ife. The cavens listened to him th rapt 
attention, and the sentiment which generally 
prevailed among the members ‘was 
well expressed after’ it was all over 
by the remark of a well-known Chicago 
Senator: It old Dick had come to the 
front like. that after defeat four years 
RgO, nothing on earth could have stopped 
his nomination this tene.“ 

The silver-haired veteran, without the 
least shade of bitterness in his veice or his 
words, summed up his defeat as follows:

BIOGRAPHICAL. 

Gov. Shelby M. Culiom was born Nov, 22, 
1829, in the State of Kentucky, and may be 
said to have spent his life up te the 
in the public service. He wasa 
the Legislature of this 
terms, and twice before the 
moved to Springfield, and he also served as 
a member of the Senate during the first. ses- 
sion suceeeding the removal, He was an in- 
timate friend ot Abraham Lincoln and John 
T. Stuart, and was a prominent Wiz. 
Gov. Cullom received his early education 
the common school, devoting most of t 
winter months to study, and passing 
the summer on the. farm. Later he 
spent two years in schoolin the Rock River 
Seminary, at Mt. 1 i III., secu there 
a fair knowledge of Greek and Latin, — 
higher mathematics, political economy, 
natural philesophy. As he was not of a suf- 
ficiently robust constitution to endure farm 
life, he sought the legal profession, shortly 
after recovering from a severe ness. He 
then went to Springfield with a view of 
studying law with Mr. Lincoln, but as that 


gentieman was little at home he followed his | 


advice by entering OP otlice of Stuart & 

wards, which he did in the fall of 1863. in 
the July succeeding he was forced to abandon 
His studies by a protracted illness, and was 
advised to give up the law, which advice he 
disregaraed. He had made up his mind to 
succeed in the n remaining on 
the farm wntil he had recovered his health 
and accumulated some ‘money, he returned 
to the Capital, and in che spring of 1855 was 
admitted to the bar, soon after was 


chosen City-Attorney. In 1856 he was made . 


Presidential Bleetor on the White ticket for 
Mr. Fillmore, and was also elected to _ the 
Legislature, commanding both the Whig 
and Free-Sol votes of his county. He was 
reélected the Legistature on the Re- 
publican @cket in 1860, and was chosen 
Speaker ot the House. He was 
a candidate for the State Senate 
in 182, bat was defeated. In 1864 he ran fur 
Congress against his former prereptor, Jona 
T. Stuart, and was elected, changing the 
vate of the district from 1,700 Democratic to 
about the same number Republican. In 1866 
he was reélected by an increased majority, 
and in 1868 he defeated D. 8. Edwards, an- 
other member of the firm with whom he had 
studied. ‘He was chosen Chaiiman of the 
Cominittee on Territories at the organization 
of this Hlouse, and prepared a bill which was 
known as the Cullom Bill," looking to 
abolition ot Mormonism.

THE FIRE TRAFTF . 
PLAN OF THE SIXTH STORY, WHERE THE 
SERVANTS BURNED. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Mirwavker, Wis., Jan. 11.— Below is 
given a diagram of the floor of the hotel on 
which the servant-girls slept. All the lodg- 
ing floors were arranged in the same Way, so 
that the diagram furnishes an idea of the ar- 
rangement for extinguishing fires and for 
escaping from each .of the .floors above 
the office floor. On the floors below, 
the rooms under those of the serv- 
ants were devoted to guests. It will 
be seen that there were three fire-escapes 
from this floor, designated by the letters E, 
I. and J, each situated at the end of a hall. 
There were also three flights of stairs lead- 
ing down to the floor below and to the streets; 
thus there were, under ordinary circunm- 
stances, six means of leaving the floor beside 
the elevator, The fire burned up the ele- 
vator and spread rapidly in all directions. 
The fire-eacape ladder I was accessible from 
the corridors of the nearest rooms, as well as 
from the hall, And yet, one guest in the 
room next to the ladder in the craze of the 
moment lifted the window and . jumped 
down into fhe street. The servant-girls who 
were saved state that when they were first 
awakened by the shrieks of *heir compan- 
ions they attempted to leave their hall by 
way of the door G G, but that they were 
forced back by the heat and smoke. ‘The ac- 
companying index will explain the diagrnm:

1 have stopped at the Newhall House 
several times,” said Assistant-Marshal Petrie, 
2 always considered it unsafe. It has 
“been on fire every winter for several years. 
I was there two years ago, and, as 1 had to 
sleep on the fourth floor, I examined the 
building pretty thoroughly so as to see how 
I could get out in case it were neces- 
sary.

TRISH PROTECTION—A PARALLEL. 

History repeats itself. Just as the English 
attempted to suppress the Industries of Ire- 
land for the protection of English manufact- 
urers, the Pennsylyanians are taxing the 
manufactures of every other State for the 
„protection of Pennsylvania. manufact- 
urers, We are reminded of this interesting 
historical fact by the remark of a Chieago 
contemporary, that the policy of England, 
“if adopted in America, would reduce the 
laboting classes of this country to thie abject 
and impoverished econdivon” eof the Irish. 
The coniparison is more apt than the writer 
who made it suspected. 

In the reien of William aud Mary the 
English forbade the Irish to export woolen 
goods, and prohibited of the exports or 
imports of freland to be carried in an Irish 
vessel. Today, the whole influence of Penn- 
Sylvania is exerted at Washington to prevent 
tne South from expi&iting cottons and wool- 
ens, to prevent Chieago from exporting tin- 
ware, and to render ut impossible for an 
American to build an American vessel to 
carry American goods abroad or to fetch 
foreign goods here. 

When Parliament passed an act prohibiting 
the importation of any Irish cattle or sheep 
into England the Irish killed the cattle and 
sheep and sent the beef and mutton. Parlia- 
nient hext forbade the importation of frash 
beef or mutton. Then the Irish salted the 
beef and mutton and sent the hides and 
skins, and still another English act was 
passed preventing the importation of bides 
or pelts. The English excluded the Irish 
from e Newfoundland fisheries by 
naval force. They passed the severest laws 
to disable the linen manufactdte. Ireland 
was a part of Great Britain, but its manu- 
factures were hot regarded as British. Such 
legislation as that which taxes all the Ameri- 
can industries that use coal and fron so that 
the bloated Pennsylvania coal and iron 
companies may be able to pay dividends on 
fraudulent stock is the éxact. parallel of the 
English policy toward Ireland. Pennsyl- 
vania dictates a policy at Washington that is 
styled the “ Protection of American Indus- 
try,“ but which treats all industries not of 
Pennsylvatila, or in league with Pennsyl- 
vania, as alien. 

Pe engsylvania has compelled the rest of 
the country to pay a tribute of millions on 
millions to the Bessemer steel-rail ring cen- 
tering in Pentisylvania. Ameficans are for- 
bidden to engage in the ocean transportation 
business so that John Roach’s shipyards 
may add subsidies to monopoly. This couf- 
try by virtue of its resourees ard its supe- 
rior labor should be a heavy exporter of cot- 
tous, wodlens, and manufactures of leathar, 
wood, and the metals. But Pennsylvania in 
the attempt to Hibernicise Ameriean indus- 
try has laid restrictions and duties up to the 
point of aétual prohibition, as in the case of 
shipbulldiig and ship-buyitg. Her repre 
sentatives are now at Washington trying to 
put through a tex Which the Chicago manu- 
facturers of tinware say will ruin their busi- 
ness as thoroughly as the English legislation 
destroyed the British woolen manufactures 
of Ireland.

WHAT EDUCATION PREVENTS CRIME. 

The report of the Superintendent of Pris 
ona, which was laid before the Legislature 
of New York on Tuesday evening last, con- 
tains mahy interesting statements, not the 
least important of which is the financial 
showing. For the first time tie prisoiis of 
the State are on a self-sustaining basis. A- 
though those at Auburn and Clinton show a 
deficiency of $41,987, that at Sing Sing, 
where the city prisoners are sent, more than 
offsets this deficiency. The earnings for the 
year were $241,321 and the expenditures 
$193,127, showing a surplus of $48,194 for 
this prison, and a surplus in the general 
statement of $6,257. f 

The Superintendent makes a strong appeal 
for labor iu prisons. The great majority of 
crimes are committed against property; and 
the most prolific souree of these crimes 18 
idieness. If a prisoner learns a trade whiie 
in cofifinement he is more likely to 80 to 
work and become an honest citizen when he 
is released, and, besides this, bor is abso- 
lutely necessary to make prisons self-sup- 
porting and to maintain reformatory disci- 
pline. In spite of the argument, that educa- 
tion does not tend to prevent crime, educa- 
tion is urged as à preveutlve; but, says the 
Superintendent:

The en 
periment has been tried elsewhere with ex- 
cellent and even most remarkabie results, 
as in the instance of the prison at Valencia, : 
Spain, where Col. Montesinds In fifteen years’ 
time succeeded in entirely preventing recom- 


mitments. :

REPUDIATION OF COERCIVE TEMPER- 
ANCE IN KANSAS. 

The new Executive of Kansas, Gov. Glick, 
takes no uncertain ground in his eriticiems of 
the prohibition folly which are embodied in 
his message, They amount, indeed, to one of 
the strongest temperance leetures ever de- 
livered in the West, and ought to be read With 
attention by all supporters of .compulsory 
teetotalism, or at least by that class of them 
who are not too famatical to be open to rea- 
son. A résumé of his comments may almost 
be stated im one sentence of his message. 
He says it has been injurious to real teinper- 
ance, has diverted immigration from tte 
State, has engendered strife in neighbor- 
hoods, has promoted eXcessive litigation, has 
loaded down thé dockets of the courts, has 
made heavy cost bills to be paid by the 
people, has induced the clandestine use 
of intoxicating liquors in _ club-rooms 
and in the homes of we people, 
and has lost to the cause of temperance 
good and sjneere temperance people by the 
meddiesome interference with the habits 
and established custems of long standing of 
many good and wealthy citizens by busy- 
bodies whose only ambition was to magnify 
their own importance, instead of working 
for real temperance.” 

if Gov. Glick had gone no further than 
this he would have drawn up a powerful in- 
dictment against prohibition, But he goes 
further, and shows that to insert matters be- 
longing te police regulations in constitution- 
al forms, which are always inflexible, is not 
ofly a mistake, but tends to produce de- 
moralization and a plentiful crop of evils by 
provoking perpetual conflict. He goes still 
further, and shows by statistics that under 
the compulsion of prohibition intemperance 
has increased, and he cites te following fig- 
utes, which we commend to the advocates of 
this conspicuous folly:

Uon and license. If we consider these facts in 
confiecuion with the cidfidestine sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors, and consider the vast amount 
that is daliy delivered to individuais in concealed 
packages by express companies, we are forced 
to the conolusion that the case of true temper- 
ance reform bas not progressed very fa x 
under our present coercive eystem. 


After submitting his reasons for the failure 
of ptohivition to prevent drinking, the Gov- 
ernot suggests that the Legislature submit 
to the people a proposition to repeal the 
prohibition clause in the Constitution and to 
amend the existing statute so that it shall be 
less offensive to the people and more ef- 
fective in its operation, and in another part 
of his message he suggests as the remedy a 
wise and judicious high-licehse system, 
which always aids in the punishment of vio- 
lators of law. It is the on'y remedy which 
eun effectively deal with the evils of intem- 
perance. Prohibition has not only failed in 
Kansas—it has failed everywhere. High 
license has always tended to reduce intem- 
perance. Prohibition has always increased 
it, becausé when men are debarred from 
going to saloous to get their drinks they 
will take liquor home in bulk and drink all 
the more, while many others who care noth- 
ing, for drinking and are temperate meh will 
drink merely in potest agaist thé compul- 
sion ahd force with which they are menaced 
if they exereise what they believe to be 
their personal rights. Brute force in matters 
of personal right is no longer an available 
weapon. It might be in a community where 
the overwhelming majority used it, but no 
such community exists in this country, 
whereas there is no community in which 
high license cannot be made to operate with- 
out invading any petson’s fights and which 
will not pay respect to moral means of re- 
form judiciously used.

THE TARIFF. 

VERY LITTLE PROGRESS ON THE BILL IN 

THE SENATE. | 

Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasuineron, D. C., Jan. 11.—The Senate 
made extremely little progress with the 
Tariff bill. It almost seems as if the Demo- 
crats have determined to talk it to death, 
Mr. Beck rehearsed for the fourth time his 
speech of last year on Bessemer steel, iron, 
and cotton, while Mr. Vance, of North Caro- 
lina, took the role of court-jester. He 
searched the dreary, technical scheaules to- 
day, in almost every section found some 
monument raised in Athenian fashion to an 
unknown god. Soap, he considered, the 
handmaid of civilization, and suc 
ceeded. im changing the Aariff upon 
it, and as for giue—he was gleeful 


over glue. The net result is that out ofa 
bill which contains over 3,000 lines, eleven 
lines of the tariff schedules were passed 
ever. At the present rate of progress it will 
not be two weeks, but two mouths, before 
the bill can leave the Senate, and in less time 
than that the Forty-seventh Congress will 
have expired by limitation. The points 
on today were: 

Secs. 2,497 and 2,498, relative to the impor- 
tations of non-treaty ports, were adopted 
without amend ment. 

Sec. 2,500, which relates to non-enumerated 
articles composed of different materials, was 
adopted with the important amendment that, 

there are two or more rates of duty ap- 
plicabie to any article, it shall be classitied 
under the lowest of such rates, instead of 
the highest. The committee had reported in 
favor of the highes« of the two rates. The re- 
duetion was carried by a Democratic vote and 
au absence of Republican Senators, and will 
make some difference in the duty. The last 
three clauses which precede schedule A 
were then passed without change. 

Next came schedule A, chemical products, 
upon which glue is the first article.. An et- 
tort to amend so as to reduce the duty from 
20 to 10 per cent ad valorem failed to pass, 
and the schedule figure stands, Beeswax 
and gelatine were not altered. Crude gly- 
cerine was deseribed to be brown or yellow 
of one and twenty-five hundredths or less 
specific gravity at a temperature of 00 de- 
grees Fahrenbeit. The schedule rate was 
adopted; also on refined glycerine and phos- 
phorus without chan n common soap 
the duty was chan on motion of Sena- 
tor Vance from two cents per pound 
to 90 per cent ad valorem; fancy 
soa and sponges unchanged. On 
motion of Mr. Mahone, ground sumac was 
left as it is on the schedule, and sumac in 
r cent. This is quite an 
industry in irginia.

THE SUGAR TREATY. 

The House Foreign Affairs Committee has 
received from the State Department a confi- 
dential communication on the subject of the 
abrogation of the Hawaiian 15 The gist 
of this confidential document is that the 
treaty ought not, for political reasons, to be 
abroga The Treasury Department fur- 
nished a statement on the same subject favor- 
able to the ab on of the treaty, but it is 
withheld from publication to await further 
information that has been asked. It is un- 
derstood that Mr. Kasson, who has labored 
zealously to prevent the adoption of the 
resolution to give notice of the abroga- 
tion of the treaty, will be ready tomorrow, 
in case he thinks the resolution is likely to 
pass, with a proposition for the modification 
of the treaty, preserving all of its political 
features and providing for discriminating 
duties on sugar from the Sandwich Islands. 
The details of this modification are not 
known to other members of the committee, 
but it is understood to include a proposition 
to admit free all sugar under 13 or 
16 aceording to the f schedule. One 
member of the committee who favors the ab- 
n of the treaty expressed the opinion 
today that the proposed modification will 
secure the votes of a majority of the commit- 
tee, but that the offering ot it would be lixe- 
ly to postpone action. 


PROGRESS OF THE WORK OF THE COMMIT- 
TEE ON WAYS AND MEANS OF THE HOUSE. 
The Committee on Ways and Means today 
made fair progress on the Tariff bill, and 
there is now a reasonable chauce that the 
bill will be completed and reported to the 
House before the close of the present week. 
The schedules on cotton, hemp, woo! and 
woolens, silk, and books were finally passed 
on, and several pages of schedules on sun- 
dries were also finished today. In the cot- 
ton and books schedule no changes were 
made, and the only change made in the 
hemp schedule was in the rate on 
seines, which were altered from six 
and one-half cents per pound to 
45 percent ad valorem. In the silk sched- 
ule two new paragraphs were inserted. The 
first provides for an ad valorem duty of 10 
per cent on batters’ biack-silk plush, and the 
second imposes on laces made wholly of 
silk 60 per cent ad valorem. Several changes 
were made in the schedule on sundries. A 
new paragraph provides that buttons com- 
whollyor in part of pearl, and all 
other buttous composed wholly or in part of 
shell, shall pay 30 per cent ad valorem, 
and a second new paragraph fixes a 
duty of 50 cents per pair on kid or 
leather gloves cut to shapes or otherwise 
manufactured. Therates on oranges were 
changed as follows: In boxes, from 25 tents 
to 30 cents per box; in half-boxes, from 13 
cents to 16 cents; in barrels, from 50 to 02 
cents: and a clause was added allowing a re- 
bate of five cents on each boxysthree on each 
half-box, and seven on each barrel, when 
those packages are composed of materials 
manufactured in the United States. This 
change was made in the interest of the man- 
ufacturers of boxes in Maine, who makea 
large number of boxes to transport oranges. 
In the schedule on wools an important 
amendment was made to the paragraph on 
women’s and children’s dress-goods, and 
which imposed a duty on such goods of 10 
cents per square ard, and 40 per cent ad 
valorem.

One of them, for in- 
stance, said this today: It looks very much 
as if Grant had sold out the United States.

There may be no connection between 
these matters, but on the; surface it appears 
very much as if the United States was giv- 
ing something for nothing.

Prospects of a Western Passenger War—A 
New Line from Springfield to 
St. Louis. 


Obstacies in the Way of the Construc- 
tion of a New Depot on the Lake- 
Front—Vanderbiit Said to Be Anxious 
te Securc Contre) of the Illinois Cen- 
tral. 

The prospects of the speedy construction of a

Texas Pacific Railway stock, amounting to near- 
ly $300,000, held a meeting at the Burnet House 
today. The situaupn was discussed at length, 
and the conclusion finally reached that action 
should be postponed until after the annual 
meeting of the Directors of the road, whica oc- 
curs next week. This conclusion was embodied 
in a resolution deferring action upon the part 
of the holders of the frauduient stock until 
Feb. I. The truth seems to de that the bolders 
of this stock are still in doubt as to the best 
metbod to pursue. If they bring suit against 
the estate of the deceased Secretary, George F. 
Deougberty, who issued the illegal stock, they 
fear that it would bar proceedings against the 
company, and there are grave doubts whether 
the stock of the Ciocinnati,. Selma & Mobile 
Railroad Company, whieh constitutes the great- 
er part of the Dougherty assests, is of much 
value. It is quite likely, therefore, that the 
oompany will be sued instead of the administra- 
torof the Dougherty estate. The talk today 
was that the best plan to pursue would be 
to wait until the Directors declare the 
proposed 8 per cent dividend at their annual 
meeting, and then enjoin its payment unicss it 
is paid upon the overissue as well as upon the 
regular stock.

MEAT ON THE HOOF. 


The Great Cattle Range In the In- 
dian Territory—Fenecing in Feeding- 


Grounds—Opposition Thereto. 
Wicnrra, Kas., Jan. 6.—The late order issued 
from Washington by Indian-Commissioner 
Price to Government-Agent Tafts, at Mus- 
kowee, I. T., warning all white herders ranging 
on the Cherokee outict to remove their stock 
within twenty days has caused no little conster- 
nation among cattlemen in this section, a lacge 
Dumber of whom reside in this city, and bave 
herds running into the thousands on the Chero- 
kee strip, It is a fact that Maj. Drum. Mr. Tut- 
tie, and other heavy dealers and owners of cat- 
tle in the Indian Territory, having first perfect- 
ed arrangements with the bead men and chiefs 
of certain indian tribes, have gone to 
reat expense and fenced large areas of 
8 belong to certain reservations, convert- 
lug the same into immense pasture nelds. ‘That 
in these tlelds enormous berds of cattle are 
being beid. As a sample of the extent of the 
fenced areas in the Territory, your correspond- 
ent eig this fail with a party of zeutlemen ina 
the Iudtan Territory on a hunting expedition: 
The part y entered the eastern gates of a pasi- 
urs Bec at 8 o’clock in the morning, aud travel- 
ing westward during the day passed through 
one of the western gates at 6 o'clock in the 
evenuig, and yet this is only one of several 
large pasture-fields in the Indian Territory. lt 
is suid that Maj. Drum alone has sixty miles of 
fence. Tue fences are built of cedar posts and 
three strands of barbed-wire. The cattle busi- 
ness of the Indian Bey — bas grown to lin- 
mense propordeons, th bemg at present po 
fess thau 000 head of “cattle on the range. It 
is also a source of considerable revenue to the 
Indians, who obarge what is called the 
“Indian tax of 50 cents per head 
2 annum on all ecattic ranged in the 
‘erritory, the tax being payable to the tribe on 
whose reservation tho caftie are ranged. The 
late trouble seems to be entirely witu the Cher- 
okees. The com piaint as to the fencing of lands 
is Said to bave originated from one Phillips, 
formerly of Kansne, who now resides in Wasb- 
ington, D. C., and claims to be the attorney for 
the Oberokee tribe of indians. It seems, bow- 
ever, that Phillips’ relations with the Cherokees 
are not altogether harmonious, as Chiet Busby 
bas 12 reduced Phillips annual salary from 
$6,000 to $2,500 per annum. When let alone the 
Cherokees are a quiet and well-disposed tribe, 
about haif-civ in fact as mu so as is pos- 
sible to civilize any Indian tribe, and on the rev- 
enues given by the Government and the annual 
tax-money derived from catile-men get along 
very nicely.

documentary marks, &. 

The Chicago National Banks during the last 
five years bave paid the Government an annual 
tax averaging 8 per cent.

hud authority to receive property delivered to 
the firm, but not to check for it. The party 
making the delivery, and waiting for bis money. 
is in the position of one who trusts a man who 
is not trusted by the party employing bim. It 
is well, in addition to being safe, to Insist Upon 
payment on delivery, aud to decline to deliver 
uniess payment be made then and there. 

Parties who are on the lou side of corn ask 
that the attention of the trade be culled to the 
percentage of contract corn ip the receipts of a 
year ago, when there was some old corn ar- 
riving, verses none now. That is @ point well 
taken, but it does not cover the cage. The alle- 
gation is made that a good deai of sound and 
dry corn now arriving is inspeeted into the low 
grades. Hither that charge is true or it fs not. 
The trade would Uke to know whether it be 
true or false, and ought to have the iaformation 
furnished in the dest and speediest possible 
way.

Artificial Stimulation of Too Much Pro- 
teg:-tion.

Curoaco, Jan 10.~—The St. Louis Repahlican, 
makes out too strong a case against the 
tag. When, as in the articie recently 
reprinted in Tun Tarintne, it assumes 
that the whole domestic product of a pricoted 
judustry is enhanced in price to the whole 
amount of the tariff duty, it proves too much, 
as the lawyers say. In this way it shows that 
the increased cost to the people of the eight 
leading industries that are protected is $700,000,- 
000 a year. It overlooks the fact that thougb 
the tariff cuts off foreign competition it leaves 
domestic competition in full play. One of the 
worst eifects of protection is that the higher 
price that can in the beginning be obtained for 
a protected article stimulates production 
into overproducgon, and gives us 
a congestion of the natural markets. 
The steel-raii interest is the latest and most 
striking instance of this law of artificial stimu- 
lation. In 1880, when there were only enough 
Bessemer rollins- mille io this country to produce 
1,250,000 tons of steel rails, not nearly as many as 
our railroad-bulilding required, the maoufactur- 
ers added the duty to their prices, and made 
2 of 79 to 200 per cent a year. But now, in 

883, the enlurged and improved milis cau tura 
out 2,500,000 tons a year, the demand has fallen 
off, and the price bes dropped so low that sales 
have been reported #3 low es $38 a ton, while no 
Eoglish rails could be brought in for anything 
approaching that price.

an account of the commission of a crime in the. 
newspapers, do not at their breakfast-tabie or in 
tneir office, to some member of their families or 
to some friend, express casually an opinion as 
to the matter just read and considered by mem.

sola tion did and what it did not do at its recent 


Bession: 

I. It adopted a resolution which, if carried in- 
to effect by the Legisiature, will afford the City 
of Chicago and ali the cities and counties in the 
State the best system of selecting jurors that 
bas yet been discovered. and that isto abolish 
the present mode of selecting jurors by County 
Boards, and provide for the appoint- 
ment by che Judges of each Cironit, 
and in the County of Cook by the Cir- 
cuit and the Superior Court Judges, one or more 
(my own judgment is one) Commissioner of 

urors for euch county, whose duty it shall be 
after the moving season in May to Summon do- 
fore him or them a number of citizens daily 
uotil a sufficient number has been setected, and 
from inspection and inquiry make up a list of 
jurors for the year who possess prima facie all 
the qualifications of jurors provided by the 
statute. 

In this mode there can de no failure in always 
baving an excellent list from which to draw 
jurors. Furthermore, it divorces the political 
from the judicial departments and places the 
selection of jurore where it shouid de, and 
makes the courts responsible for the failure to 
bave good juries 

2. It passed a resolution recommending the 
repeal of Sec. Gi of the criminal code and an 
amendment of the law requiring jurors to take 
the law from the court instead of from their 
own caprice, 

J. It passed a resolution in favor of chang- 
ing the law in relation to change of venue 
where the change is apptied foron the ground 
of prejadice of the Ju „ SO that the Judge 
shall be empowered to pass upon the question 
as to whether he is prejudiced or not. 

When rightly construed this amendment 
Strikes at the root of the evil complained of 
without any of the disagreeable consequences 
that would have resuited had the recommenda- 
tion of the Special Commitee on Criminai Pro- 
cedu e been adopted. That recommendation was 
that the party allegima prejudice, should state 
the grounds upon which be Claimed that preju- 
dice existed, and the State’s-Attorney was 
authorized to ue counter-statements denying 
the existence of prejudice, 

How the issue . was to be disposed 
of was not suggested by the committee, anda 
moment's consideration would show that it put 
the Judge on trial instead of the criminal. 

While this subject was under discussion Judge 
Puterbaugh, of Peoria, toid of an incident which 
occurred wulle such a local law as that favored 
by the committee was actually in existence in 
bis county before the Constitution of 1870. 0 
criminal presented such a petition as the com- 
mittee suggested he should present, alleging 
prejadice, etc., and the State’s-Attorney filed a 
eounter-statement, As uo provision was made 
in the law for the trialof such an issue, tne 
Judge, under the general rule of law that issues 
of fact should be tried by a jury, impaneied 
a jury and allowed the parties to make 
their statements before the jury, who retired, 
and, ori coming into court, returned a verdict 
fiUuding the Judge guilty of prejudice, and yet, 
43 matter of fact, the Judge wes wholly unac- 
quainted with the accused or the crime of which 
be stood charged. So much for the intelligence 
and fairness of juries. 

Another case was stated by Maj. Connolly, 
which actually oecurred, Where the accused, 
who was indicted for sell liquor without al- 
cense, presented a very long petition, stating 
various utteravees claimed to have been made 
by the Judge, who was a temperance man, some 
true and others entirely without foundation in 
fact, and insisted that because tne Judge was 
opposed to the geaeral traflic io liquor be was 
prejudiced against the accused ia particular, 
whom, it was admitted, the Judge did nét know. 
This petition bud to go on tle under the 
present iaw, and is just such a petition 
us ihe proposed amendment by the committee 
would require to be filed. Under the aw which 
the Bar Assoviation askste have enacted the 
Judge is authorized to determine whether or 
not he is prejudiced, and can remove such pe- 
tition from the files, which the committee's re- 
port woul'l require to remain re.

Load complaints nave been raised during the 
last four or five weeks by Chicago receivers of 
grain and shippers from wham they buy that 
the State Grain Inspectors are overdoing mat- 
ters in their zeal to provent an inferior article 
of grain from getting a high grade or clase :fica- 
tion. In other words, they claim that the wheat, 
corn, and oats received at this market are under- 
graded by the State Inspectors, who thereby 
work un injury to the market. The Grain Re- 
ceivers’ Asacviation of this eity beid a — 
‘esterday afternoon with a view to correcting 
the all > existing evil. The meeting was beid 
in the Directors’ room of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, and was attended by about fifteen mem- 
bers of the association. President George M. 
Hew presided. 

Nr. . E. Culver sald the meeting bad been 
called by members of the association who be- 
lieved the inspection of grain dy the State au- 
thorities unusually severe and strict. They had 
no complaint to make regarding tbe rules gov- 
erning inspection, but of the administration of 
those ruies. For the lust few weeks grain that 
was fully entitled to bo classided as No. 2 or bet- 
ter was graded lower. Shippers 

WRRE COMPLAINING BITTERLY 
and threatening to send their grain to other 
markets. A large buyer of corn toid Mr. Cutver 
that fuily one-half of the corn recentiy in- 
spected as new mixed should, uuder the rules of 
inspection, have been graded No. 2. Many 
dealers were buying new-mixed corn and piac- 
ing it in elevators und warehouses waiting tor 
navigation te open, and were satisfied that the 
corn would keep as well az No. 2. A vessel was 
that very afternoon being loaded from a certain 
elevator with new-mixed corn, which an expert 
declared to be fully as geod us the cora received 
at the same elevator lu November and graded 
No.2 Mr. Culver did not accuse the Lospevtors

Rogers thought the Committee of Appeais bad 
not deen appealed to often enough—only in 
teen cases.

ASSOCIATED CHARITIES. 
V 


Proposed Union of the Various Exist- 
fog Cuarities and Belief Associations 
~How it Has Werked in Other Cities 
Important Features of the Project. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 
Curcaao, Jan. II.—Au associated charities 
Organization is not a new charity seeking 
patronage from a long-suffering public; it is 
simply a union of the various charities and re- 
lief agencies already existing in a community, 
united for the purpose of securing a more sys- 
tematic and discriminating treatment of the 
whole subject of charity dispensation than is 
possible where isoiation obtains. 

This new movement in charity is the out- 
growth of many experiments, undertaken both 
in Europe and this country, to effect a perma- 
nent improvement in the condition of the poor. 
Large credit is given to the almost universal 
order of St. Vincent de Paul for some 
of its cardinal ideas. The ecopomic priuciple of 
codperation is tundamentai, as it makes possi- 
ble that division of labor and careful clagsifica- 
tion which are necessary to broaden the opera- 
tions of charity and lift it above the level of 
mere almsgiving, a matter of temporary and 
often of questionabie value, to a science deal- 
ing with causes and far- reaching results. As- 
sociated charities is a recoruition of the fact 
that knowledge is necessary to the most elfect- 
ive charity; it is less concerned with dealing out 
a dole to the beggar ou the street, or at the coor, 
than in tracking the same bergar to his most 
secret baunts in order to learn the cause of his 
being a beggar. Its main levers of relief are 
brought to bear upon the conditions which make 
mendicancy possible. 

In 1881 the American Conference of Charities 
reported eightecn associated charities organi- 
zations in the U nited States, none of which date 
back farther than 1877. 

THE CITIES HAVING SUCH SOCIETIES 
were New Haven, Brooklyn, Newport, Pough- 
keepsie, Portland, Cleveiand, Tagnton, Lowell. 
Indianapolis, Springfield (Mass.), Cincionati, 
Boston, Harrisburg, Buffalo, Detroit, Philadel- 
phia, Pittsburg, Washington, Syracuse, and Mil- 
waukee, and perbaps other cities have since 
been added to the list, and a charity organiza- 
tion society is now being formed in Chicago. 
While the animating spira and general aims of 
all such societies are the same, their 
plan of organization is varied to adapt 
them to local needs. The first 
essential is to secure as far as possibie the bar- 
monious cooperation of all the relieving and 
currectional agencies in a community—chbarita- 
ble institutions, chvrehes, overseers of the 
poor, the Superintendent of the House of Cor- 
rection. the polive department, and the execu- 
tive Office:s of the City Government. This 
gives to an associated charities society the 
needed vanteze ground. There must be a 
central bu’ au, or, to use a more suggestive 
phrase adapted from the banking business, a 
“clearing- bouse «f cherities.”” through whose 
agency frauds are detecied and the duplication 
of reief—a sore evil iu a city—prevented. Here 
is kept a complete set of registration books, 
upon which are entered the names and resi- 
dences of each recipient of relief, whether from 
official or private sources; age, sex, occupation. 
health, habits, and antecedents so far us they 
can be learned; the nature of relief extended 
and from what source or sources; in short, a 
more or less 

COMPLETE HISTORY OF THE CASE. 

In time there will be upon the books of the so- 
ciety a full record of thecity’s poor. These 
curefully prepared lists are open to inepection 
only to the contributing charities and to such 
persons as bavea righttoinvestigute. As the 
skilled physician must know ali the facts, in 
order properly to diagnose disease and adminis- 
ter the proper remedy, so an enlightened crari- 
1 must be based upon a searching investiga- 

on and knowledge of the subject. a 

Registration is the most valuable feature of 
the organization. It makes possibie a general 
sifting out of the real vagrant ciasses from the 
wortby poor, wasteful and spasmodic aimagiv- 
ing is cbecked, and the golden tides of benefi- 
cence are directed to durable benetits.

Argument in Favor of a Compulsory 
Observance of the First Day of the 


Week- 

To the Editor ef The Chicago Tribune 

CHICAGO, Jan. 11.—Tbis is a Christian Nation, 
so the records show. The first American Con- 
stitution, adopted on the lith of November, 1420, 
on the coast of New England, reads as follows: 

In the name of God, amen. We, whose names 
are underwritten, the loyal subjects of our 
dread sovereign lord King James, etc., having 
undertaken, for the glory of God, the advance- 
ment of the Christian faith. and donor of our 
King and country, a voyage to plant the first 
colony in the northern parts of Virginia, do oy 
these presents solemnly and mutually, in the 
presence of God and of one another, covenant 
and combine ouurselves together into a civil 
body politic.” 

The Deciaration of Indepenence nizes 
God as the source of human rights: . 

“ We hold these truths to be self-evident: that 
all men are created equal; that they are en- 
dowed by their Creator with unalienable rights.” 

Then the document closes with an avowal of 
their belief in Divine Provideace in political 
affairs: 

And for the support of this declaration, with 
a firm reliance on the protection of Divine 
Providence, we mutually pledge to each other 
our lives, our fortunes, and our sacred honor.” 

Our State has a record on this subject as well 
eo Nation. Our State Coustitution begins as 

OHOWS: 

We, the people of the State of Dliodis, grate- 
ful to Almighty God for the civil, political, and 
religious liverty which He hath so long permit- 
ted us to enjoy, and looking to Him for a biess- 
ing upon our eudeavors to secure and trausmit 
the same unimpaired to succeeding generations 
in order to forma more perfect Government, 
establish justice, ingare domestic tranquillity, 
provide for the comma defense, promote the 
general welfare. and secure the biessings of lib- 
erty to ourseives and our posterity, do ordain 
10 this Constitution for the State of 

linois.”’ 

That this is a Christian country is further 
shown by legislation on the Sabbath [Sunday] 
a Christian institudon. Our Revised Statutes, 
page 396, Chap, . Secs. 250-282, read: 

“Spec. 250 hoever keeps open any tippling- 
house or place where liquor is sold or given 
away upon the fret day of the week, commonly 
called Sunday, shall be fined not exceeding Sa. 

“Sec. 200. Sunday shall inaciude the time from 
midnight to midnivht, 

“Seo. 261. Whoever disturbs the peace and good 
order of society by labor (works of necessity 
and charity excepted), or by any amusement or 
diversion oo Sunday, shall ined not exceed- 
ing $25. This section shall not be construed to 

revent watermen and railroad companies from 

anding their passengeea, or watormen from 
loading Or uaload!ing weir cargoes, or ferry men 
from carrying over the water travelers and per- 
aons moving their familics on the Urst day of 
the week, nor to prevent the due exercise of 
the rights of conscience by whomever thinks 
proper to keep any other day as a Sabbath. 

“Sec. 2&2. Whoevershali be gulity of any noise, 
rout, or Amusement on the Urst day of the 
week, called Sunday, whereby the peace of any 
private family may be disturbed, shall be uued 
not exceeding $4.” 

OUR CITY ORDINANCES RECOGNIZE 
CHEISTIAN SABBATH [SUNDAY.|] 

* All stalis or places in this city, licensed un- 
der any ordinance of this city, shall be closed 

before 12 o'clock on Saturday night of each 
week, and so be kept and continued to be closed 
until Monday murning followmg. Any person 
who shall open any such market, or stall, or 
place in said city upon Sunday, and within the 
hours above named, or shall sefl, offer, or at- 
tempt to sell in said citv any meat, fish, vegeta- 
les, Or Other articles or things kept in said 
market, place, or stall upon Sunday (except hy 
written permiscion of the Mayor) within said 
hours. shall, on conviction, pay a une of not

SUNDAY HISTORY. 

In the year 621 Constantine established the 
Sabbath {established the day of the sun] by ex- 
empting it from being jvridicial. In Bowland 
the Sunday law reaches back to 693, when Ina, 
King of the West Saxons, punished servile work 
on the Sabbath by fine. in the time of Queen 
Elizabeth persons neglecting ohuren services 
without excuse were punished. The Statute 28, 
Charies II.. Chap. 7, enacted: “That no trades- 
man. artificer. workman, laborer, or other per- 
son whatsoever sball du Or exercise uny worldly 
labor. busines4, or work of their ordinary cali- 
ings upon the Lord's day, or any part thereof 
(works of Decessity and cbarity only excepted), 
and that pO person or persons whatsoever shall 
publiciy cry, show forth, Or expose to sale any 
wares, merchandise, fruit, herbs, goods, or chat- 
tels whatsoever upon the day or any part 
thereof.”” This, somewhat moditied suvse- 
quent laws, is the present Sunday law in England, 
and ts the foundation of the laws on the subject 
in the United States. The early laws of Massa- 
chusetts, Condecticut. Georgiu, South Carolina, 
and Virginia compelled attendance at church, 
tne Massachusetts law (1782) providing that such 
attendance was not obligatory where there was 
no place of worship which the persou cola con- 
scientiously attend. When the Federal Govern- 
ment was formed and the separation of church 
and State wus fully recognized, the earlier Sun- 
aay 2 were moditied in conformity with this 
principle. 

The judieiary of our State and Nation agree 
with our legislators as to the propriety and ne- 
cessity of the civil Sabbath [Sunday]. The 
courts bave been careful to distinguish between

and to enforee ouly the latter. Our Supreme 
Court has this utterance on the subject: 
m* The experience of the world has taught the.

“The Pianuter’s Wife” at the Grand 
Opera- House. 

“The Planter's Wife.” an outline of the plot 
of which appeared in Tuesday's Turhung, is a 
distinct addition to the very limited stock of 
native drama which can be suid to possess per- 
manent interest and worth. Written by an un- 
known man, Mr. J. K. Tillotson, and never be- 
tore presented in any city, it comes to us witha 
freshuess of treatment, a streagth of purpose, 
and a biended seriousness and humor which 
equally surprise and delight. Not thatitisa 
great play by any means, or even a finished and 
satisfactory production. For the incidents are 
too crowded, the motives too ambiguous, the 
agony too frequently piled up and prolonged, 
many of the incidents too conventionally im- 
probable and stale, tne humor too often forced 
into an extravagance that would be more 
in keeping with professed burlesque, 
and generally the construction is 
crude, unequal, and greatly in need of experi- 
enced revision and curtailment. But, making 
allowance for all fauits, obscurity and other- 
wise, the play is one of unmistakable power, 
with au interest so natural and deep that it im- 
mediately lays strong bold on public sympathy. 
and a pervading wholesomeness and dignity of 
tone and strength of pu pose whicn are alike 
refres hing and promiseful. 

Geoeraily speaking, the work requires much 
careful pruning, particularly in Act IIL, where 
the expressions of incredulity and surprise on 
Graham's part, though vatural, become tedious 
through too frequent reiteration, and the agony 
is much too prolonged, besides ending in an ex- 
hibition of brutal violence, where 
Graham draws his knife upon nis 
wife, that is apt to repel the 
sympathies and good will of the audience. The 
frequent and apparently aimicss reappearances 
of Harry Livingston, too, stand in need of some 
little explanation, as does also the nature of his 
intimacy with Grabam and of his own manner 
of life generally. The comical! interview again 
between Sinocoe and Mrs. Gordon is inartistical- 
ly bread, the humor beiag pushed into illegiti- 
mate extremes that are totaliy out of keeping 
with the prevailit tone of the piece. Part of 
the blame, bowever, should undoubtedly fail on 
Mr. Bowser, whose Sincoe, although extremely 
effective and clever, is unduly exaggerated, the 
business ana byplay beng overdone. But worst 
fault of all. is the unpardonabie and purposeless 
weakness of the leading character, Edith Grey, 
in withholding ber confidence from her hasband, 
and in permitting herself, no matter under what 
compuision, to rob him of papers on the 
retention of which depend his honor 
and his lire, which combine with the 
general inconsistency of her entire actions and 
character to make ber unpleasantiy undignified 
and weak. Indeed, the whoie relations of Liv- 
ingston to the other personages stand in need of 
revisaland explanation, and the effect which 
the release of the prisoners has on the fortunes 
of the leading personages should be more em- 
phasized. But, as it is, the play is uncommonly 
strong, well conceived, admirably written, and 
skilifully adapted, by its profusion of popular 
and epigrammatic sentiment, and the inteusity 
of the situations and passion, to enlist public 
sympathy. To the interpretation of the play 
Miss Granger has brought an unusually excei- 
lent and well- equipped company: one, indeed, 
that for barmonious strength of ensem- 
bie has few equals oa the road. 
To the two chief characters, Edith Grey and 
Albert Graham, round whom the other per- 
sopages, with the events, revolve, Miss Granger 
and Mr. Harry Lacy do full justice. The part of 
Edith is intensely emotional, making frequent 
and large demands on pathetic passion, and in 
its personation Miss Granger displays a large 
amount of genuine feeling and combined 
dramatic and theatrical power. The main faults 
of her acting seem to We a tendency to over- 
tearfulness and a labored acceatuation and 
studied mode of gesture and even facial ex- 
pression that fail to impress the spectator 
with a sense of consistent sincerity. This 
is specially noticeable in the frequent oc- 
currence of several little tricks of elocution, 
as in her habit of emphasizing some point 
by a slow. emphatic delivery, 
by three or more nods of the 
Lacy’s Sibert Graham it would be 
speak tdo bighiv. Itisathvroughiy able, aat- 
ural, and digaitied rendering, which, with many 
temptations to overinduigence, almost never 
dewenerates ſato any approach to rant. The 
only marked exception to this was in the inter- 
view already referred to as being too prolonged, 
where towards the cose of Act II. the acting of 
both Mr. Lacy and Miss Granger takes on at 
times a distinctively transpuntine, or what iu 
this city might be calied West Side, tlavor. 
Nor were the subordinate parts less 
a interpreced. AS the villain and 
false friend, Mr. M. A. Kennedy 
developes an amount of incisive force and nat- 
ural power as an actor that almost condones bis 
vices as a character, while Mr. I. W. Summers 
in the trying role of Arthur Biake, performs 
with quiet power and dignified grace. To Miss 
Thornton's presentation of Mra. on the one 
exception that covid be taken is ber unma- 
tronly treshvess and youthfulness, and to the 
Simeon Sineve of Mr. Chartes Bowser that it 
incks moderation and modesty, Undeniably 
clever as bis acting is, and much as he makes of 
an essentially small part, Mr. Bowser would 
show greater art and be none the less effective 
if he cultivated repose of manner and remem- 
bered that the play is not a buriesque. But the 
gem of the entire performance was tne 
18 appearance of little Miss Lil- 
ian de Jarmo, whose Augie Gordun, 
though “too vounr to have beaux.“ must sure- 
ly have made for ber a beau of every gentieman 
in the house. Her acting, with te delicious 
grimaces, its irresistabiy funny little moues, its 
piquant impudence, its drotlery, and its cbic, 
was a veritable surprise, and so moved the audi- 
ence by its deliehtfuland aggressive freshness 
and witcbing spontaneity us to compel a triple 
recallin the middle of a scene. Her demeauor 
with the supposed cleryyman when she suggests 
the propriety of marriage, her thonghtful “I 
thing it [marriage would be rather nice,” fol- 
lowed by the sigoilicant Don't you?’ ber I'm 
freo——yet,” the “yet” afler a pause 
pregnant with suggestive meaning: the 
Baivete with which she femarked that to 
bea clerzyman’s wife was a “real respuosibie 
position. but —after a reminisctnitive pause 
„ve seen some women undertake it:; these 
and vountless other actions and comically- 
uttered sayings live in the memory. and com- 
bine to make the little ladz's Anwie one of the 
most delightful pictures of its kind ever pre- 
sented on the stage.
